Boston was small town pretending 
city and doing fairly well both.

There was 
always time for conversation. 

The city-town had permanence about 
it; would endure for more than one 
generation the people who lived and 
around it. For some, this boring. For 
others, this roots. 

the last dozen years more, 
have read and written much the 
neighborhoods used know. Some 
has been factual; some it, maudlin 
exaggeration the good times accom- 
panied lapse memory the bad. 
But didn’t realize until recent walk 
downtown that had more than one 
neighborhood. 

There was the neighborhood where 
one lived and the neighborhood where 
one worked visited regularly. It’s bad

enough lose the first, either through 
force choice; when the second also 
disappears, you really are danger 
becoming emotionally adrift. The first 
neighborhoods were mostly apartments 
houses built wood, but the others 
were filled with great granite structures 
and seemed promise permanence. 

working and visiting neighbor- 
hoods were mainly the garment district, 
the retail stores, and Newspaper Row. 
knew nothing their architecture, but 
the vibrancy their people and their 
trade were form and substance enough 
for small world. 

The garment district exists now only 
reduced version. for the retail center, 
most the familiar names and almost all 
the familiar facades are gone. News- 
paper Row exists not all. 

one point history, father, his 
twin brother, mother’s two sisters, 
and her brother all worked within walk- 
ing distance one another. was never 
down and out downtown. home 
neighborhood failed spoil rotten, 
knew downtown neighborhood was 
willing try.

Another 
workplace, which used office and 
wholesale house, had become ballet 
school. When walked by, was vacant 
but for sign the window. 
The names proud old clothing com- 
panies remained aged signs that 
guess some wrecker renovator will deal 
with. Other workplaces have been con- 
verted apartments, which ironic, 
considering that downtown Boston was 
place live before became place 
work. 

Change constant America’s 
cities. Whether the change good evil 
may depend whether you are 
unemotional economist, 
artiste, fast-buck developer, senti- 
mental journalist. 

ended walk very old private 
club, one the last Brahmin bastions, 
tucked away alley behind the Com- 
bat Zone. told Yankee host about 
sad walk, and was kind enough 
interested and put with senti- 
mental slop. Only later did begin think- 
ing about the kinds changes his people 
have seen since they first turned out 
the Lexington Green. 

All us, the descendants the 
founders and the more recent arrivals, 
have stake downtown, what 


call the Hub. For the architects among us, 
the buildings and alleys and configu- 
rations are important for themselves, 
art. For the rest us, they are also impor- 
tant, are part our past, 
and they are totally wiped out over- 
shadowed with ugly high-rises poured 
concrete and glass, shall alienated 
from our own history.

You look picture the Clough

the details gas street lamp, wooden 
barrel, picket fence, wooden shutters, 
what appears splash sunlight 
across the alleyway. That house was torn 
down half-century ago preser- 
vationist Kay writes. 

another page, youngsters look out 
you from the past, from the tenements 
Change Avenue, alleyway once 
tucked between Faneuil Hall and State 
Street and obliterated finally 1971. 
look for now, and you'll find high-rises 
and wind tunnels that suck the chill 
Boston Harbor and force you walk 
head down and look nothing more than 
your shoes slapping the gray pavement. 
Yes, Boston still walking city, its 
boosters say, but what there walk 
from? to? 

What used Pemberton Square, 
circle row houses surrounding 
island trees, now the Suffolk County 
Courthouse. the South End, pool and 


fountain marked the quiet gentility 
Chester Square, which disappeared the 
path road the early 1950s. 

Kay juxtaposes photographs with 
informed descriptions what the build- 
ings parks were, what they meant 
the city and, finally, their fate:

That was not the only ideal lost the 
ravages progress. Commercial and 
trade structures also were built with 
personality, sense art and detail, and 
they are even now being torn down. And 
when the Park Street subway line opened, 
marvel convenience and public com- 
fort, with its white enameled walls, its 
brilliant electric illumination, its sweet 
and wholesome air, its commodious 
stations where people await their cars 
sheltered from wind and rain, from 
summer heat and winter cold every- 
thing cleanly the traditional Dutch 
housewives’ Talk about “‘lost 

After the initial ravages renewal 
the 1950s, people with sense soul 
began fighting for old neighborhoods, 
height limits, open spaces, preservation, 
and renovation rather than destruction. 
They have had some success, and the 
fight continues for what Kay calls 
salvation the splendors left But 
her warning worth reprinting full: 

1980, Boston reached awe- 
some anniversary: three and half 
centuries, generations, 350 years. 

Throughout that span, builders have 

made their mark within the city’s 

annals and upon its soil, but never, 

suspect, fast now; never with 

such reckless abandon our own 
generation. much historic 

Boston gone. much lost 

beyond the power photography 

recall. For all Boston’s enduring 
elements, the scars the city’s pro- 
files are sharp and real, its archi- 
tectural heritage clearly impaired. 
The time anniversary also the 
time expansion. Again, the city 
flux and once more the question 
concerns those who cherish their 
cityscape. Will the lost Boston 
chronicled here epilogue 
past losses prologue the 
vandalism future day? The 
sensibility Boston’s urban values, 
the comprehension the grace and 
comfort and dignity its building, 
awareness lost along with much 
its architecture. Although under- 
standing grows, the pressure also 
mounts pressure not only maxi- 
mize the value every site and 
structure, but ignore the 
neighborhood, the scale, the sense 
the old city and build ahead the 
meanest dictates the purse. 
Change, the narrative 
building shows, can creative act 
city-making. The 18th century gave 
way still more splendid Boston 
the 19th, for Victorian builders 
responded the city and its citi- 
zens.

ost meat eaters are what 
friend Diane calls

the stuff, but they don’t want think 
about its origins part living thing. 
Even worse, people judge such things 
their lifestyles (do animals have 
styles?). Anyone seen flock 
chickens knows that obnoxious, 
and has qualms about scarfing one 
down.

fellow who'd help out 
notice; the fellow whom you don’t 
turn your back on, especially when he’s 
been the rich one; the poor one; 
the one stepping out his wife. While 
watching cowboys take broncs bare- 
back, talked about the weather (Hen- 
rietta was the region that set records 
for consecutive days over 100 degrees). 
While the cowgirls were racing around 
barrels, talked about how many 
small farmers and ranchers were being 
squeezed out. During the calf roping, 
talked about government 
people’s lives. During the bull riding, 
talk about anything; there was too 
damned much excitement going on. 
all, saw one cowboy get carted away 
with broken leg, one clown get rolled 
and hooked bull, two cowboys get 
thrown into the fence, and many others 
walking with bruised egos. After 
the rodeo there was dance. 

appealing about this culture 
where people get busted up, run over, 
hailed on, and blown away without mak- 
ing much more than day wage? Well, 
some would probably say that it’s hard- 
ship and danger that forges the cowboy 
personality. Whether that’s true don’t 
know, but sure knew helps forge the 
mystique. But there’s more. 

The cowboy culture comes straight out 
the land, where what counts not only 
room see the horizon, but also tough- 
ness spirit, independence and self- 
assuredness work, and straightfor- 
ward way dealing with people quali- 
ties not associated with the suburbs. 
ranch, cowboys know what has 
done, and they without much need 
supervision; they don’t need bosses 
standing over their shoulder coax, 
scold, and correct them (which not 
something everyone can say about his 
job). The cowboy took the hard, dirty, 
lonely work ranching and made into 
way life. The stuff made 
of. 

The days when the cowboy roamed the 
frontier and the open range are gone, and 
now that life seems about close 
can get that sense unfettered 
freedom. more America crowds into 
urban centers and encloses itself gon- 
crete, more people are turning the 
wide-open spaces for relief. The freedom 
and beauty the country contrasts 
starkly with the grimness industrial 
blight and daily bureaucratic hassles. The 
irony that the Sun Belt migrants are 
intent sucking out the region’s wealth 
that they have begun re-create the 
grimness thought they 
behind.
